N this Chapter, GOD Almighty by his Prophet, - 
foretels the great and dreadful Calamities, which 
he had determined to bring, even upon his own 
People, for their many and grievous. Sins and 

Tranſgreiſions, whereby they had fo highly provoked 
his Wrath and Indignation againſt them. | 
And, among the many. Evils that were to befal 


them, for their no leſs numerous Iniquities; the Baby- 


loniſh Captivity, which ſoon after came upon them, is 
particularly mention'd as one. Becauſe your Fathers 
bave forſaken me, ſaith the Lord, v. 11. and ye have 
done worſe than your Fathers (for bebold ye walk every 
one after the Imagination of his evil Heart, v. I 2.) There- 
fore I will caſt you out of this Land, into a Land that 
ye know not,---where I will not ſbem you Favour, v. 13. 

But, in the midſt of his moſt heavy and dreadful 
Fudgments, GOD is not forgetful of his Mercy; and 
whilſt he is denouncing (or, in this World, even inflz#- 
ing) the greateſt Puniſhments or Calamities on Sin; 
he {till gives the Sinner ſuch a proſpect of his relenting 
Goodneſs, as may encourage, and ought to lead him to 
Repentance, Sh : 

And thus, upon this Occafion, he deals with the 
People of the Fews : at the ſame time when he ſets be- 
fore them the Evils he had determined againſt them; 


the miſerable Death of many, by the Sword and the 
| 2 os Framino, 
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Famine, ver. 4. in their own Land, and the Slavery and 
Captivity of the remainder in a Land that they knew 
not, neither their Fathers : That they might not be al- 
together deſperate ; or look upon themſelves, and their 
Poſterity, as wholly forfaken, and caſt off by GOD; he 
lets them know, in the Words of my Text, that he re- 
ſolves yet to make a farther Tryal of them: And after 
that he had purged away their Droſs, and taken away their 
Tin, Iſai. I. 25. by the fiery Furnace of Affliction; he 
| would bring them again, in Peace and Quietneſs, into 
| their own Country, their Land that he had given unto 
1 their Fathers, Jer. 16. 15. And that this Deliverance 
of theirs ſhould be fo great, as even to outweigh that 
molt memorable one of their Forefathers, from the Egyp- 
tian Bondage, he plainly ſignifies unto them in the 
words of my Text: Therefore behold the Days come, &c. 
When GOD gave the Ten Commandments unto the 
People of Iſrael, from Mount Sinai; he introduces them 
with this remarkable Preface. I am tbe LORD thy 
GOD, which have brought thee out of the Land of Egypt, 
| out of the ra 0 of Bondage: Exod. 20. 2. From this, 
and other like Paſſages in the Books of Moſes, a Cuſtom 
ſeems to have ariſen amongſt them, that, when they 
had occaſion to mention the Name of-GOD ; they 
commonly at the ſame time expreſſed their Reverence 
and Gratitude towards him, by taking notice of that 
great and wonderful Deliverance, which he had vouch- 
ſafed unto their Forefathers: Particularly, whereas it 
was a thing very uſual among them, to confirm the 
folemn Promiſes, which at any time they might make 
one to another, by an Oath ; it ſeems to have become 
a common form of Expreſſion , whenever they thus 
ſware, to ſay The LORD livetb, or, as the LORD liv- 
eth, that brought up the Children of Iſrael out of 1he 
_ Landof Egypt. Now it was not the Deſign of GOD 
that this Egyptian Deliverance ſhould ever be wholly 
torgotten by them: Only my Text lets them know 
that their Deliverance from the ! y loniſh Captivity 
ſhould be matter of ſo greatJoy unto them; that it might

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them : And whereas for ſo long a Time they had al- 
ways been accuſtomed to expreſs their Thankfylneſs to 
God, by ſaying The LORD liveth that brought up the 
Chidren of Iſrael out of the Land of Egypt: They ſhould 
chooſe to do the ſame thing rather by ſaying, The 
LORD liverh that brought up the Children of Iſrael from 
the Land of the North, and from all the Lands whither 
he bad driven them. T6 | 
From the Words thus opened, we may draw theſe 
two Obſervations. | 

Firſt, That Ancient Mercies or Deliverances, vouch- 
| ſafedof old, by GOD, to any Church or People, ought al- 
ways to be remembred, with Thankfulneſs, by their Po- 
ſterity. It was not God's Deſign that the People of 
Iſrael ſhould be unmindful of, or not thankful for, the 


Deliverance he had long before, given to their Fathers 


out of the Land of Epypr. „„ 

Secondly, That later Mercies and Deliverances ought 
always to be remenibred with a greater Degree of Grati- 
tude. Altho' the Deliverance of the Children of Iſrael 
out of Hypt was, in itſelf, both greater and more won- 


derful, by far, than that from the Captivity of Ba- 
bylon; yet GOD himſelf foretels, and approves of it, 


that when the LORD ſhould turn again the Captivity of 
Zion, Pal. 126. 1, 2. and when, upon that Account, 
their Mouth ſhould be filled with Laughter, and their 
Tongue with ſinging; they ſhould expreſs their Thank- 
fulneſs to him after another manner, than what they 
had formerly uſed to do; The LORD liverh wha brongbt 
up the Children of Iſrael out of the Land of Egypt, 
ſhould no longer be the common Phraſe, but inſtead 
thereof they ſhauld, with Joy and Thankſgiving, ſay, 
The Lord liveth that brought up the Children of Iſrael 
from the Land of the North, and from all the Land:

[ cuſtomary, by diverſe Ways and Methods, to preſerve 
and keep up an honourable Memory, of the firſt Foun- 
[ ders of, and great Benefactors to, Kingdoms, Common- 
| wealths, Cities, Univerſities, and not only publick 
+} Bodies Politick, but even private or particular Fami- 
4 hes: Of which the Inftances are ſo numerous, and 
well known, that I need not ſtand to recount them. 
Now, As every good thing originally, comes to us 
| from the hand ok GOD; who is the Fountain of all 
| Bleilngs, through what Chanels ſoever they may have 
their paſſage; fo when he is pleaſed to beſtow any 
| ſignal Favour upon a Church or People; or even a par- | 
| ticular Perſon or Family ; His Bounty 1s not fo nar- 
j row, as to confine the benefit of his Gift, to the w | 
ns 
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ſons that immediately receive it from him; but is or- 
dinarily deſigned to extend it ſelf, down to their Po- 
ſterity alſo; at leaſt if they do not forfeit their Title 
thereto, by their Sins and Tranſgreſſions. 
It was a ſignal Favour (for example) that GOD 
vouchſafed unto Abrabam, in entring into a Covenant 
with him, and promiſing him the Land of Canaan, Gen. 
11, ver, 1, Unto the Children of Iſrael, in bringing 
them forth from the Land of Egypt, into the Land of 
Promife, Exod. 3. verſ. 9. Unto Phineas, in giving unto 
him the Covenant of an everlaſting Prieſthood, Num. 25. 
ver. 13. Unto David in ſetthng the Kingdom of I/ 
ael upon him, 1 Sam. 16. verſ. 13. But manifeſt it is, 
that theſe ſeveral Bleſſings were not only deſigned as 
perſonal ones to them, upon whom they were at firſt 
conferred ; but were alſo to deſcend to their Poſterity, 
as long as they ſhould tread in the Steps, and follow 
diligently the good Example of their Fathers. If thy 


Children will keep my Covenant and my 7 that I 


ſhall teach them, their Children alſo ſhall fit upon thy 
Throne for evermore, ſays GOD, to David, Pial. 132. 
verſ. 12, And from his great Mercy and loving Kind- 
neſs, which is ſo amply ſet forth unto us, throughout 
the Holy Scriptures, we may well conclude, the ſame 
to be always his Intent and Deſign; except for parti- 
cular Reaſons, unfathomable to us, He may ſometimes 
ſee it proper to vary from the common Methods of his 
Provides.

Since then all Bleſſings and Benefits, are originally 


derived from GOD him.iclf (a Doctrine which I need 


not ſtand no to prove, becauſe no Man but an Atheiſt, 
or Epicurean, either does or ever did deny it) Since 
whatever Favours GOD 1s pleaſed, at any time, to 


beſtow, are, gencrally if not univerſally, deſigned lor 
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the good of Poſterity, as well as of thoſe who firſt re. 
nifeſt, that the good effect of ſuch Favours, Bleſſing 
ſome meaſure more or leſs, for a ſucceſſion of many 
long as any Church, or People, or even private Perſong, 
_ reaps any Advantage, from any Favour or Bleſſing, 
vouchſafed by GOD unto their Forefathers, or ſuch a;

ior the Benefit not only of thoſe, who ans 1

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e firſt, receive them; but alſo of their Poſterity in ſuc- 
| ceeding Generations; except they by their Wickedneſs 
; do wholly forfeit their Title to them; hence ariſes, in 
| Tome ſort, an Engagement upon him, in the ordinary 
courſe of his Providence, to go on with the Work which 
he has begun, and to continue his Favour and Good- 
neſs unto the Children, and Childrens Children, of thoſe * 
unto whom he has already ſhewn himſelf ſo gracious. 
Thus, Altho* the Children of Iſrael had, by rebelling 
- againſt the Commandments of GOD, moſt juſtly for- 
feited, and loft, all the Title which they before had 
unto the Promiſes he had made them; yet ſtill Moſes 
pleads their Cauſe with him; tho' not upon their own 
Account, yet upon that of Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, 
who had been ſo much beloved by him.

Now, beſides all the private Bleſſings, in which every

ten apt to ſet the greateſt value: There are two that 
are of Publick, and indeed of univerſal Concern to us: 
I mean a moſt excellent Form of Government in our 
Gril State, and 2 truly Apoſtolical Conſtitution in our 
Elabliſbed Church. The former of theſe is better known 
toyou (Honourable Patriots) than I can pretend to de- 
ſcribe it: But, for the later: If the full and free Enjoy. 
ment of every thing, which GOD has made neceſſary 
to Salvation, without the impoſition of any one thing, 
in the leaſt deſtructive of it; If a Form of Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Polity and Miniſtry, univerſally ſettled in the Chri- 
ſtian World by the Apoſtles themſelves; If purity of 
Doctrine, an excellent Liturgy and Form of Worſhip, 
and wholſom Laws and Canons, which only want 
Countenance and Encouragement to render them effe- 
(tual to the good Purpoſes tor which they were made;

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If all this, I ſay, be ſufficient to render the Conſtitu- 
tion of a Church truly valuable; Our Eſtabliſned Church / 
and Conſtitution which includes them all, muſt ever be 

reckoned as ſuch. a 

If then all of us, in our ſeveral Stations, are imparti- 
ally zealous to maintain and preſerve both our Civil and 
Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution , upon that very bottom on 
which our Laws have placed them, it is a good Sign, that 
we are truly thankful to God; that he has more than once 
reſtored, and hitherto preſerved them unto us. But if 
Maxims in Civil Politicks, that are not according to the 
Frame of our Laws, are ſpread, and induſtriouſty advan- 
ced; and that in both thoſe very Extremes, that former.

Pernicious Opinions, and evil Practices, ought, no 
doubt to be cenſured and puniſhed ; and the evil Con- 
ſequences of them, with timely Care and Caution, pre- 


vented ; But upon bare, and often groundleſs Suſpi- 


cions, to brand either Parties or Perſons, with ſuch o- 


dious Imputations as cannot fairly be proved or made 
out againſt them, as it is not at all agreeable, either to 


Juſtice or Charity; ſo can it only tend to diſturb the 
Peace and Quiet of the Nation, and upon both theſe 
Accounts, is altogether ungrateful and diſpleaſing unto 
GOD. But I ſhall no farther purſue this unpleaſant Sub- 
ject; and it is high time to come to a Concluſion. 


And that I may, in a Word or two, recapitulate thæ
